lutely poisonous to us. If a man goes 
into a deep well where the ai • Is not 
changed and into which the c trbonlo 
acid, being heavier than ait, ias set- 
tled, he is apt to be suffocated. 
I 


think one of our papers lately presented 
a case ot *ome poor man who. went 
into a deep well and was found there 
dead. How is air purified? It is the 
business of plants to take carbonic acid 
from the atmosphere and make it lit 
for respiration. 
Plants not only fur- 


nish our breakfast, dinner and impp«r, 
but they purify th« air we breathe, from 
moment to moment. Plants 1 purify 
the water we drink, just as ranch aa 
they purify the air we breathe, During 
the war, as medical inspector, I was 
ior a time on duty at St. Louis. Near 
,that city was a largo hospital known 
Ben ton Barracks • A person living in 
tbat neighborhood called upon the 
mayor of tho city and made this com- 
plaint 
He aaid tbat he lived upon the 


margin of a large pond of .several 
acres into which the sewerage of the 
hospital was discharged, and now the 
water, instead of being clear, as it 
always had been, w_as covered with 
a green scum, and this wag the! reason 
of his complaint, as he feared his 
family would all suffer from the im- 
pure water. The mayor invited me, as 
medical inspector, to pet into his car- 
riage and look at the pond 
When we 


came in sight of the small lake or pond 
we saw it covered all over with some- 
thing as green as a meadow. Th« 
mayor was very much astonished and 
shocked; he did not see how anybody 
could possibly live in that local- 
ity. 
He evidently regarded that scum 


u 
something 
very 
dreadful. 
1 


stepped down to the margin of the 
water and picked up a little of this 
scum, called the attention of the mayor 
and told him we had here a very pretty 
little plant, the Lemnapolyrfuza. There 
were two leaves spread open, each 
larger than a flax seed, and from each 
were several little roots running down 
into the water. The common name is 
duckmeat. 1 picked up these plants. 
took some of them into my month and 
chewed them, then took a cup I hail 
with me and dipped tip some of this 
water and passed it around to see if 
they could perceive any odor. It was 
very nice clear water indeed. I drank 
ntfae of it, and then said to the mayor 
"A good deal of filth has been dis- 
charged into this pond, and, if this 
little plant had not come to the relief 
of this gentleman and bis family, thia 
would hare been verv filthy water; 
but, fortunately, this little plant has 
spread over a large portion of the pond 
and that is the purilier." These plant.** 
had been living upon the filth that had 
been thrown into the pond, and there 
were so many of them that they had 
kept the water pure, so far as we could 
see. 
The gentleman who had made the 


complaint examined this leruna and 
Raw that it was a veritableplant. There 
waa no scum about it. He thanked US' 
and said tbat he and his family had 
been half frightened to death. 
"But 


in future I will make ap more com 
plaints," said he. Aquatic planU are 
doing this for us everywhere. We 
ought not to call them scum and give 
them bad names, when they do not de 
serve it 
It is the business of plants 


chat grow upon water to make that 
water clean,— Prtf.

business of an architect to do what he can to 
make housekeeping easier. Ha can do a great 
deal 
He should understand the principles 


and practice of /gop& housekeeping 
Thi» 


knowledge is something whioti cannot b« de- 
rived from the architectural schools or offices; 
It must come from a home This part of bis 
apprenticeship must be served outside of his 
technical tutorship. The public press of the 
country has bad a great deal to Hay about 
the artistic qualities of domestic architecture, 
has had a great deal to say about bouse fur- 
nishing, and altogether has furnished much 
valuable matter in regard to all of thaw 
things. As for as I know nothing bos been 
said as to the relation of architecture to good 
housekeapine The artistic element it not to 
be neglected Jn any sense There must b» 
added to what hai already been considered 
the element of convenience of arrangement, 
economy of maintenance and ease in the 
general housekeeping movements, 


'Washing dishes Is a disagreeable work, bat 


the architect emi do his part by ranking It 
•aster It ire take a conglomerate mass of 
china, knlvea, fork* and spoons, pots, pans 
and kettles and bring them together on one 
•mail kitchen table which has a dish pan on 
one end and a wooden water bucket at tht 
back, with a scarcity of everything to facili- 
tate the progress of th^work, we have a con- 
dition quite different from that wherein there 
to a roomy sink with a table on each, aide of 
it and plenty of hot and cold water above it 
An architect may plan • kitchen so that all 
of these conveniences are possible 
He may 


plan It BO that they are impossible. 


Easy stairs to cellar and attic, aa well at 


from the first to the second floor, are a life- 
long comfort 
The cellar stairway In many 


houses Is constructed with an utter disregard 
of ease, comfort or use. Instead of being a 
life long comfort they .are a uhort Jived din 
comfoit 
It has been said that the cellar 


stall way is mostly used by the servant and 
that she does not often stay in one place long 
enough to be permanently injured by a bad 
stairway or benefltted by a good on- 
It 


should be remembered, however, that there 
aro many houses built each year in which a 
servant is not employed 


I have in mind a house that was designed 


by an architect who was noted for his beautl 
ful exterior* He has since become equally 
noted for his clumsy, inconvenient interiors 
He was utterly careless as to his kitchens, had 
no regard for the cellar or attic stairway. In 
tlw case to which 1 refer there were no means 
of getting any of the furniture or nttmgs into 
the laundry without tearing out a brick wall, 
or of getting trunks into the attic, excepting 
through the front gable windows. Still it 
was a beautiful house, 
There were certain 


inconveniences connected with living an it 
There was a large, open hall which extended 
Jrom the Hint floor well up into the ioof 
It 


was beautiful and picturesque, but it never 
could be admit ed in winter 
It wui always 


cold.

y«ar though each time with certain modifi- 
cations 
No one ever builds exactly the sann 


hoiiio as his neighbor 
Housekeeping habits 


or Lustinctw lead to changes 
The arrange- 


ment of rooms in a house is not always a mat- 
ter of reason. It 1» (rsguently s matter of 
preference or prejudice I have drawn and 
lettered the plan here given just as it was 
used tho lust time There ore different ways 
of handling the general arrangement aa here 
shown 1 tie three front rooms might b» kept 
just as they are, excepting that the dining* 
room conld be placed Immediately back of 
the hall, and the china closet and pantries 
placed on that side of the house This would 
bring the bitting room in the place now 
mentioned as a dining room, and would give 
a pai lor in front In one of the houses, as 
built, thure was a rear stairway running fiom 
one of the small bedrooms up stairs to a little 
boll at one side of the kitchen below 
The 


cellar stairway was undtr it 
Anothei thing 


which might be done would bo to continue 
the part over the kitchen two stoi lea high and 
use the real stairway above mentioned for 
the purpose of gaining access to a servant's 
room, a bath room and one of the small bed- 
rooms The bath room would be next to the 
kitchen flue to that the plumbing pipes might 
be run up next to it in a way to prevent 
freezing 


To take the plan as it is we find that tber* 


aie eight looms arranged according to low 
cost ideas 
First, there Is a porch in front 


from vrbiah we enter the ball, which in T^xlO 
feet in dimensions 
The stairway is of mod- 


ern plan with a landing five steps up from 
the flooi Ovei this lanaing-u a square win- 
dow in which may be placed cathedral glass 
There aro newel posts on the first step and at 
th» landings There Is a place for a bat rack 
eltbei next to the stairway or at the hft of 
tbe door entering the sitting room In caw 
It wore placed here tbaie might be a closet 
undei the hall stairway and leading into the 
boll, otherwise it might b*> entered from the 
library 
This closet is not shown on the 


plan 
There aro folding doors between the 


sitting i oom aud dining room und between 
the dining i oom and the library These doors 
might be changed to sliding doors for 110 for 
each opening 


Th« sitting room is the best room m the 


house, as it should be, In it is, a grat* There 
are double windows in front 
There is plenty 


of w all space (or piano or fumiturs. Th» 
room which la called the library is used, In 
tbe Instance which I have in mind, as a study 
by a young pi ofessional man

way shown might be placed so as to open to 
the rear porch by moving the cellar stairway

such grates m this house would be about {28 
if economically arranged. Tbe mantels and 
grata fltttngi could be made to, cost whatever 
the owner desires to have them—$20 leach or 
more. Hence about |65 is saved by having 
the plant flues, providing; w» do not consider 
thacoatof thosWve*. In «n» event'« stove 
should ha used in one of these rooms for the 
purpose of making a grate Ore possible In 
others during tbe cold weather 


There is one very large window opening 


into the dining room 
It Is a very pleasant 


thing to have the upper sash of tbe dining 
room window glazed with simple colors of ca- 
thedral glass This glass gives a very pleas- 
ant tone to the light of the room, and. at tha 
same time excludes the hot rays of the sun in 
summer It Is entirely possible to dispense 
with outside shutters where cathedral glass is 
used in the upper sashes 
A metal rod run 


ning across the window on the inside on a 
level with the horizontal dividing rail of the 
window may be made to carry curtains 
which will exclude the view from the qutsida. 
Thus in the glass and by the aid of the cur- 
tain we have all that might be expected of 
sbutters 


GROUND FLOOR 


There is a china pantry between the kitehsn 


and dining room. It is lighted by a small 
window at one side It serves as a passage 
between them two rooms and thus serves to 
keep the odor of the cifcking from tbe front 
part of the house 
The pastry pantry! is im 


mediately back of the china pantry and is eii 
tend from the kitchen 
It is also provided 


with a small window 
In the kitchen is a 


sink with a swinging table at one side and 
room for a portable table on the other 
At 


one side of the sink may be the ustein pump 
and on the other side the well pump 
'Ihe 


pumps should be placed well back against the 
wall and with handles that are Well out of the 
way when not in use 
It Is entirely unneces- 


sary to place the pumps in the yards of low 
cost bouses as is so common If a diiven well 
Is used it could be driven so as to be next to 
the kitchen sink. If it Is a dug well it may be 
placed on the outside and connected through 
lead pipes with the link on the inside The 
cistern may be connected In the same way 
The passage way to the cellai is conveniently 
placed in one corner of the kitchen The eel 
lar Itself is under th« libra) y Tho side porch 
is large enough to be used as a summer 
kitcheii by those who desire It 


It li to b* noticed that there is no waste 


room in the hall up stairs 
There is merely 


wall space enough to admit of doors passing 
into the various rooms 
There is a small 


window which lights this nail, This window 
may be reached for cleaning from the stair- 
way 
This plan illustrates aa clearly as pos- 


sible the advantage of having a mam stair- 
way land in the middle of the house There 
can be nothing better in tba way of the 
economical use of space 
From the second 


floor hall there is a stairway passing to the 
attic There is a door at the foot of this at- 
tic stairway the advantage of which 'is ap- 
parent
